For many years, these manufacturing concerns 
directed their tailents toward interesting the woman of 
the house in the many labor-saving devices which are 
marketed today. Thus women were bombarded by ad¬ 
vertising extolling the virtues of automatic electric 
stoves, automatic washers and driers, vacuum clean¬ 
ers and the like. Having successfully sold the idea that 
such equipment is necessary in the home, and having 
created a multi-million dollar market for these pro¬ 
ducts, the ingenious manufacturers cast around for 
new fields to conquer—and decided to strike out for 
“gadgets for men”. 

And the men, who'have long laughed (and paid) 
at their womenfolk’s craze for gadgets, have fallen 
even harder for the modem devices. To cut a board 
by hand-saw now is becoming a sign that one belongs 
to the pre-historic age: old-vintage lawn mowers, per¬ 
fectly satisfactory up to three years ago, are being 
rapidly replaced by high-speed power or electric mow¬ 
ers which, unfortunately, still have to be guided. Fish¬ 
ermen are being lured by fancy rods with reels attach- 
d, and they are biting for these new rods with the gull¬ 
ibility of the fish they hope to catch. . - 

And the manufacturers are far from through. It 
is reported that the present “do-it-yourself” n^arket, 
complete with power tools and all types of labor- 
saving devices, will sell 10 billion dollars worth of 
goods in the U.S.A. next year. Canadians, on a per cap 
ka basis, will probably spend as much if not more in 
their craze to escape from “work.” 

For this is the nub of the manufacturers’ nefar¬ 
ious thinking. They have sold men the idea that by 
purchasing labor-saving devices, a man ran escape 
from “work”. And the purchasers, bless ’em, work so 
hard trying to escape from work, that they can’t see 
they are working longer and harder than they did be¬ 
fore the labor-saving merchandise hit the market!

LEAF RUST OF WHEAT 
WHEAT'S GREAT ENEMY IN 1954 

The most destructive wheat leal 
rust epidemic on record has occur¬ 
red in Western Canada this year 
The cash loss to western farmers 
from leaf rust alone in 1954 will 
not be less than 50 million dollars, 
and may easily reach 100 million 
dollars. 

What is Leaf Rust? In this 
country wheat is subject to two 
distinct kinds of rust, namely, Leaf 
Ilust and Stem Rust. Loaf rust is 
caused by a tiny, parasitic fungus 
that enters the plant through its 
breathing pores, and steals from it 
the food and water necessary for 
its proper nourishment. Borne on 
the early summer winds that blew 
from »the vtinw WRc.it fields dr 
Kansas, Oklahoma and Nebraska, 
about the middle of June, leaf rust 
became established unusually early 
this year on thousands of acres of 
wheat, particularly in central Sask¬ 
atchewan. Owing to favorable 
weather conditions it spread like 
prairie fire, and finally affected mil¬ 
lions of acres of wheat throughout 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan, and in 
eastern Alberta. $ 

Effect on Plants. As the name 
implies, leaf rust attacks principally 
the leaves of wheat plants. When 
a heavy, early attack occurs, such 
as happened this year, all of the leaf 
surface of the plant is affected, and 
the leaves die prematurely. As the 
leaves are the "food factory of the 
plant" it is obvious that any serious 
injury to them reduces the amount 
it food made available for storage 
in the kernels. Leaf rust seldom 
shrinks the wheat kernels, but it 
does reduce their size and number, 
ind seriously affects the quality of 
the grain. The yield of wheat may 
be reduced as much as 90 per cent 
by leaf rust. 

Control Measures. The use of 
resistant varieties is the only satis¬ 
factory way of controlling leaf rust. 
Unfortunately, the varieties now 
nost widely grown in Western 
Canada, particularly Thatcher, are 
very misceptildc to leaf rust. The 
sad experience of this year em¬ 
phasizes the. need'trr this country 
for the early development of new 
wheat varieties which possess high 
resistance to both leaf and Meta 
nut. _ _
